The late Mr. Swan devoted the last years of his life in 

f l^^r gathering these prints. His object was to obtain specimens of 

every engraver mentioned by Stauffer and Mr. Fielding in 
•O C - their painstaking works published on this subject. In his 
researches Mr. Swan has been able to secure examples of 
nearly every engraver mentioned, and it is natural to suppose 
that he has obtained many of the greatest rarity and in 
states unknown to the bibliographer. It is only justice to 
to him, to say that many years before either of these works 
were contemplated he had been influenced by the late Wm. 
S. Baker's brochure on American engravers, to commence 
collecting the works of the early engravers, and his col- 
lection arose to such proportions that it afforded a great help 
to Mr. Stauffer and Mr. Fielding in compiling their admir- 
able books 011 the subject. Probably no man in this country 
has devoted more time or exercised more energy in collecting 
in this line than Mr. Swan. His research has been ex- 
haustive. Rare books by the hundred have been depleted 
for this purpose, and here we have a collection which, 
if the money value was to be taken into consideration, it zvould 
be staggering. It is quite probable that a better financial 
result would be obtained, were I to take the rarer items from 
this collection and sell them separately ; but it was Mr. 
Swan's wish, and his executors' wish to comply with it, in 
keeping the collection together as a monument to his indus- 
try, and as a history of early American engraving. In the 
collection will be found rare book plates, portraits, views, 
battle scenes, maps, plans, and in fact items in every line of 
engraving as practiced in this country ; and it is my hope that 
many of my patrons may feel interested enough in the col- 
lection to give it a minute examination, as it is impossible for 
me in this limited space to fully describe its value.
